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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The Oversea imports during December were valued at £2,543,838, 
and show a decrease of £271,965, or 9:6 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding month of last year. The total for six months, July 
to December, 1917, was £14,262,041 a decrease of £4,267,873, or 23°3 
per cent., in comparison with the corresponding period in 1916. 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding the value of the imports from State ports, 
the articles imported at the port of Sydney in December were valued 
at £4,191,728. The following is a summary of the imports during

Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for December show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,744,475 or £259,334 more than in 
December of last year—-an increase of 17°5 per cent. During the six 
months ended 3lst December the revenue was £8,809,875, being 
£75,592 or ‘9 per cent. less than in the corresponding period of the 
last financial year.

£57,798 or 4 per cent., as compared with December of last year. 
During the six months ended 31st December the expenditure was 
£9,947,852, being £42,623 less than in 1916-17.

On the 31st December, 1917, the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
in debit to the amount of £2,063,900. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during December was 4,697 oz. erude 
equal to 4,358 oz. fine, valued at £18,511, and showed a decrease of 
21,872 oz. fine, and £92,905 in value, compared with December of last 
year. The value of gold produced during the year 1917 was £349,038, 
and showed a decrease of 25,974 oz. fine, and £110,332 in value, in the 
figures for 1916. 


Banks.—The principal features disclosed in the banking averages for the 
quarter ended 3lst December are notable decreases both in current 
account deposits and in cash held, together with a fair expansion in 
advances. Compared with the fourth quarter of 1916 there was a 
decrease of £6,766,452 in current accounts, and in the total deposits of 
£4,545,402. Reserves of coin and bullion decreased by £923,801 
during the year, and by £186,512 during the quarter. Advances 
increased during the year by £3,339,370, and during the quarter by 
£1,299,979. The proportion of cash, bullion, and notes to total 
liabilities now stands at 26-6 per cent., and indicates a firm position. 
Included in the eash held is an amount of £9,345,552 Government 
notes, which are now the currency of the State, as against £12,028,199 
for December of the previous year. 


Savings Banks.—The latest returns show that at the 30th September, 1917» 
there were 885,891 depositors, having £41,287,811 on deposit. This 
showed an increase of £451,064 in deposits during the quarter. The 
average amount of deposit was £46 12s, 1d. per depositor, or £22 per 
head of population. 


Railways.—The report on Railways for the quarter ended 31st December, 
1917, shows that in comparison with the corresponding quarter of last 
year, the earnings increased by £426,416, and the expenditure by 
£93,522, During the period there was an increase of 333,575 train 
miles run, but the number of passengers carried decreased by 833,393. 
Relatively the earnings increased by Is. 1}d. and the expenditure 
decreased by $d. per train mile. 

The total earnings of all lines of Tramways, during the qvarter, 
amounted to £518,607, and the working expenses to £421,592, leaving 
a surplus of £97,015. 


Manufacturing Industries=!1he returns of manufactories and works in the 
State show that the number of establishments in 1916-17 increased by 
123, in comparison with the figures for 1915-16, but decreased 
by 13 since 1913. The total number of persons employed was 117,732, 
of whom 88,698 were males and 29,034 females, and exhibits a total 
increase of 1331, or 1:1 per cent., compared with the previous year’s 
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figures. There was an increase of salaries and wages paid to employees 
(excluding working proprietors), amounting to £782,762, or 5:8 per 
cent., the total for 1916-17 being £14,196,607, as against £13,413,845 
in 1915-16. The average wages paid in 1916-17 were £124 16s. 9d. 
as compared with £119 5s. 1ld. in 1915-16, Of the total wages dis- 
bursed in 1916-17, males received £12,546,052, and females £1,650,555, 
the average for males being £147 12s. 3d., and for females £57 9s. ld. 
The plant and machinery in use were valued at £19,372,430 or 
£1,161,326 in excess of the figures for 1915-16; and the value of land 
and buildings used in connection with the factories was estimated at 
£19,293,567, an expansion of £1,523,050, or 8-6 per cent. 


Postal Communication.—The figures for 1916-17 show that 259,185,729 
letters and post cards were carried during the year. This represents 
the very high proportion of 139 per head of population. The number 
of post offices was 2,588, which represents on the average one post office 
to every 720 of the population. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 54, as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries), it 
appears that in December, 1917, prices were 35-9 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914; 3-7 per cent. higher than in December, 1916; and 1-4 
per cent. lower than in the preceding month, November, 1917. 


Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
December, 1917, 74:8 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 7-2 percent. 
higher than in December, 1916; and 3-7 per cent. lower than in 
November, 1917. Meat prices again showed a decline of about a half- 
penny per pound. Flour, sago, soap, eggs, bacon, and ham were dearer 
than in November, while potatoes, onions, and cheese were cheaper,

Land Selections.—During December, 42 applications were made for 18,297 
acres under the Crown Lands Act; antl 35,666 acres, representing 56 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas set 
apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the number 
of applications has been 1,034, and the area applied for 508,098 acres, 
The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 1st 
January is 767,348 acres, representing 1,619 blocks, 
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Meteorology.—Extensive areas of the north-eastern half of New South 
Wales received rain in excess of the average during the month of 
December, the largest total being recorded on the north-eastern and 
central northern border districts, but over other parts of the State the 
falls generally were light. 

At a few stations temperatures exceeding 100 degrees were registered, 
but on the whole the weather experienced was mild to warm and 
seasonable. 

During the year 1917 the State was favoured with bountiful rains to 
such an extent that, with the exception of minor deficiencies on 
important sections of the coastal area, the total amounts received 
throughout were above the average. In comparing mean rainfall in 
seasons, the records show that Spring was exceptionally wet, while 
Summer, Winter and Autumn were less so in the order named. The 
largest discrepancies, as compared with the general average, occurred in 
the Winter months over the coastal districts generally, but in the second 
half of the year the Murray and Murrumbidgee rivers, and similarly 
the North Coast rivers were subject to prolonged flooding. 


Vital Statistics — Sydney and Suburbs—- December, 1917.—The births 
registered numbered 1,485, equal to 23°32 per 1,000 of population ; of the 
total, 762 were males and 723 females. The rate is unsatisfactory, as 
it is 17 per cent. below the average of the previous five years. 


The deaths numbered 613, namely, 331 males and 282 females, equal 
to a rate of 9°63 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is very 
satisfactory, being 16 per cent. below the average of the previous five 
years. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups except 
“65 and over.” 


The infantile mortality was 67:3 per 1,000 births, being 31 per cent. 
below the average for the month of December for the previous five 
years, 


New Buiidings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
December, 195 new buildings, as compared with 279 in December, 1916. 

The total for the twelve months, January to December, was 4,811, as 
compared with 5,051 during 1916, showing a decrease of 240 for the year. 
During 1917 the largest number of houses was erected at Randwick 
with (522), followed by Canterbury (446), Waverley (322), Willoughby 
(277), Ashfield (261), Kuring-gai-Shire (210), Rockdale (209), and 
Kogarah (201). In the preceding year the highest totals were Rand- 
wick (555), Canterbury (541), Waverley (332), Willoughby (243), Rock- 
dale (239), Marrickville (212), Ashfield (208), and Kogarah (203).

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No. 63,—Wheat Estimate, 1917-18. 


As in the previous year, the wheat harvest for the current season is much later than usual, due 
vainly to the excessive rainfall during the Spring. ‘The period of dryness caused by the predominance of 
westerly winds early in September was followed bya series of monsoonal storme, which resulted in a 
substantial rainfall throughout the State. In October, also, the rainfall was excessive, serious floods 
occurring on various sections of the Murray River, and extensive areas of wheat crops were destroyed. 
November proved one of the wettest on record, and in all districts the rainfall was much in excess 
of the general average for this month. 

The reports from a large number of the principal wheat-growivg districts indicate that harvesting 
operations have been much delayed by the excessive rain, but althougit considerable quantities of hay 
were bleached and discoloured, the grain crops have not suffered to the same extent, and, speaking 
generally, the grain is fairly plump and of good quality. Damage was wrought by hailstorms, and in 
a number of districts the crops were affected seriously by rust, take-all, and smut, whilst in others there 
were excessive growths of thistles and black oats. The area which either failed entirely or was fed-off 
was 108,600 acres, as compared with 391,000 acres, and 53,700 acres In 1916-17 and 1915-16 respectively. 

The total area sown with wheat was approximately 3,833,200 acres, or 665,000 acres less than 
in the previous season, the decrease in area being due in part to the very dry autumn, which rendered 
ploughing operations difficult. It is significant, however, that the number of holdings on whieh wheat 
was sown during 1917 was only 18,910, as compared with 21,047 for 1916, a decrease of over ro per cent. 
Other reasons advanced to account for the decrease were noted in my previous report of gth October,

ce It is a fair assumption that the grain contents of the bag will be 3 bushels for 1917-18 as com- 
pared with about 2} bushels for 1916-17. On this basis, the returns now tabulated show that 3,280,600 
acres have been harvested for 43,557,000 bushels, or an average yield of 13} bushels per acre, as com- 
pared with 3,521,300 acres, which ytelded 36,600,000 bushels—representing 10°4 bushels per acre—in 
ro16~17. The figures here quoted do not include the areas which failed entirely. The subjoined table 

shows the estimated area and the production of wheat in each of the principal divisions of the State :—

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CarRY-OVER AND WHEAT AVAILABLE. 


Owing to the difficulties attending the disposal of the wheat crops during recent years, the carry- 
over of breadstuffs each season has been very heavy. ‘The stocks of old seasons’ wheat and flour held in 
New South Wales at the end of November, 1917, by millers, bakers, storekeepers, produce merchants, 
farmers, &c., was (in the equivalent wheat) 3,307,000 buekels. In oddition, there were 25,421,000 
bushels stacked at country railway stations, Darling Island, and the other Metropolitan depots, making 
a total carry-over from the seasons 1915-16 and 1916-17 of 28,668,000 bushels, a quantity nearly equal 
to two years’ requirements for food and for seed. 


Adding the latter figures to an estimated production during 1917-18 of 43,557,000 bushels, and 
allowing 15,225,000 bushels for local consumption and for seed requirements, there should be available 
not less than 57,009,000 bushels for export, either as wheat, or as its equivalent in flovr.
